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DETAILED ACTION 

An amendment containing a substitute Sequence Listing and CRF was received 
and entered on 7/22/04. 

Specification 

The amendment filed 7/22/04 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132 because it 
introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132 states that no amendment 
shall introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added material 
which is not supported by the original disclosure is as follows: The submitted Sequence 
Listing 7/22/04 does not accurately reflect the sequence of the oligonucleotides at page 
10, lines 3 and 4 of the specification. In the specification as filed these oligonucleotides, 
corresponding to SEQ ID NOS: 7 and 8, contain (I) inosine residues at positions 6 and 
9, respectively. However, the newly submitted Sequence Listing substitutes an 'N' for 
the T at these positions. As such, the Sequence Listing introduces new matter into the 
disclsosure. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action, 
and to submit:
